Says He Burned 
Hitler's Body 


Returns to West 
Berlin from IO Years 
In Soviet Captivity 


B E R L IN IP — A 
Nazi 
major 
who served Adolf Hitler a s valet 
said today he him self poured gaso­ 
line on the bodies of the self-slain 
dictator 
and 
his 
m istress 
and 
w atched their bodies burn. 
The day w a s April 30. 1945. Hit­ 
ler’s SI.000-year Reich was co lla p s­ 
ing in ruins betw een the Allied and 
Red arm ies. Berlin w as in fla m e', 
sh attered by Allied planes and So­ 
viet artillery. 


The ruined dictator stepped into 
a 
bedroom 
of his 
underground 
hunker and sent a bullet crashing 
into his brain which had conceived 
the 1,000-year Reich. His m istress, 
E va Braun, took poison. 
“ I 
can confirm 
to the 
whole 
world that Hitler is dead and that 
I 'aw his corpse burned,” the Nazi 
major, valet Hans Hinge, said in 
an interivew .

John f oster Dulles said firm ly to­ 
day the U n ited States will not dis­ 
arm “ unless we can he sure that 
others are doing the sam e.” 
W hile em phasizing that he hopes 
the world is moving into an “era 
of peaceful change,” Dulles said 
that neverth eless the United States 
does not “intend to he reckless” 
in respect to disarm am ent. 
Ile noted that the United States 
had disarm ed after World War I 
and World War II only to have to 
rebuild a third time for the Korean 
War. 


“This time w e do not propose to 
disarm ourselves unless we can he
